A Royal Air Force communique 
announcing the raid on the Luft- 
schiffbau factory said reconnais- 
sance showed later that ali its 
main buildings were hit and the 
damage was heavy. 

Britain made the secret of radio 
Jocation available to France when | 

they still were allies, and traitors | 
were believed to have passed it on 
to the Germans after the fall of 
France. Radio Jocation is the most 
effective method yet found for the | 
spotting of planes and submarines. 

The main target of the long- 
range bombers which made a 
round trip flight of about 1,000 
miles was the Luftschiffbau radio 
factory. The main buildings of the 
plant producing equipment for the 
German army were hit by heavy 
bombs and damage was believed to 
have been severe.

Claim Soviet 
Ships Seized 
By Jap Patrol 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—(AP) 
—Constantine Brown, writing in 
the Washington Evening Star, 
said Saturday the Japanese navy's 
North Pacific patrol had captured 
a number of merchant ships fly- 
ing the Soviet flag on the route 
between the United States and 
Siberian ports. 

As a result, he wrote, relations 
between Tokyo and Moscow have 
become more strained, 

There was no comment on the 
report in government quarters. 
Some observers said, however, 
that the seizure of the ships was 
possible since they understood 
that the German government has 
been pressing Japan to halt the 
flow of lend-lease supplies to Rus- 
sia over the North Pacific lanes, 

Brown wrote that the Soviet 
authorities had protested to the 
Japanese both in Moscow and at 
Tokyo.

island of Sicily yesterday, a com- 
munique announced today. 

The day attacks followed a block- 
buster night assault Saturday by 
British Wellington bombers on 
Messina at the northeastern tip of 
Sicily, opposite the toe of the 
Italian boot,s Bomb bursts were 
seen on the ferry terminus and in- 
dustrial and dock installations. 

(An Italian communique broad- 
| cast by Radio Rome said that Allied 
planes attacked Naples, Reggio 
| Calabria, San Giovanni and Foggia 
|in southern Italy and Ragusa, Lic- 
ata and Castelvetrano in Sicily 
| Altogether 23 enemy planes were 
shot down, the communique said. 
An Italian submarine was credited 
with sinking one Allied ship and 
hitting another in the western 
Mediterranean. A torpedo plane 
sank an Allied ship off the Tunisian 
coast, the communique said.)

Whether Canada will dispose of 
its huge wheat stocks may depend 
on how international food relief 
and farm reconstruction policies 
are worked out. The present stock 
of Canadian wheat, plus 1943 har- 
vest, will represent a three-year ex- 
port supply for this country on a 
pre-war basis. Cauada is com- 
mitted under a 1942 wheat agree- 
ment with other wheat exporting 
countries and Britain, to adopt 
positive measures to control wheat 
production. This has been done 
by restricting acreage. But U.S. 
policy as observed here, has re- 
moved restrictions on wheat pro- 
duction in order to meet heavy in- 
creases in demand, with no action} 
to lower the 42 cent tariff which 
usually prevents Canadian wheat 
from entering the U.S.A. 

So far no official action to meet 
wheat demand by buying from Can- 
ada has been taken by the US. 
government, except to remove an 
embargo which restricted Canadian 
wheat exports to the United States 
to 800,000 bushels annually. Wheth- 
er action to lower the tariff bar- 
rier will be forthcoming cannot be 
predicted in U.S. politics. The pros- 
pect is freely discussed unofficially 
here, since the U.S. government has 
taken the Jead in proposing tariff 
and trade barriers be modified and 
scrapped to facilitate world amity 
in the post-war era. The wheat sit- 
uation has provided one of the first 
opportunities for action along the 
lines of Rooseveltian world pro- 
posals, if Washington undertakes to | 
translate words into action.

“Zero hour” in the annual wer 
against potato beetles is now at 
hand, officials of the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture announc- 
ed Monday. The situation is ser- 
ious this year, it was emphasized, 
and potato growers are urged to 
take immediate steps to combat 
the beetles. Soak 

A late potato crop, plus early ep- 
pearance of the beetles, in large 
numbers, necessitate special at- 
tention and “really prompt action,” 
says J. E. Eaglesham, supervisor of 
pest control for the agriculture de- 
partment. 

Insecticides are suggested for the 
fight against the potato beetles, to 
be applied by dusting or spraying. 
It is recommended that town and 
city gardeners, who are growing 
small amounts of potatoes, carry on 
the fight by hand, picking the 
beetles off their plants, and crush- 
ing the bright yellow egg clusters 
to be found on the undersides of 
the leaves. 

This course of action by small 
growers would save the limited 
supply of ingecticides for those 
with large acreages in potatoes, of- 
ficials point out, where the neces- 
sity is greatest if the potato crop is 
to be protected.

Alberta Leads 


Wages Paid to Farm Help 


Higher in All Provinces 

OTTAWA, June 21.—(CP)—-The Dominion Bureau of 

Statistics reported last night that the rate of wages paid to 

farm help at May 15, 1943, increased sharply as compared 
with the same date of 1941 and 1942. 

The increase, the bureau said, occurred in all provinces, and for 

the country as @ whole the average rate of wages paid to farm labor- 


ers where the farmer provided the board was $2.39 per day at May 15, 
1943, as compared with $1.8! a yeer previously. 


Where the employee provided his own board, the average rate of 
wages for day help was $3.15 per day, compared with $2.57 at May 15. 


1942, 


For men hired by the month, with board provided, the average 


rate of wages in 1943 was $51.46, against $42.49 in 1942. 


No Board Rate 


When no board was provided, the average monthly rate was $71.78 


in 1943 as compared with $58.80 in the previous year. 


Wage ratés for 


day help was “uniformly high,” but reached the highest mark in Al- 
berta. where the rate with board provided was $2.89 per day. 


For help paid by the month, with board, the highest rate also was 
paid in Alberta, where it stood at $61.84 per month. Where no board 
was provided, the daily average rate was highest in British Columbia, 


the bureau said. 


Figures included in the report, the bureau said, were provided by 
farm correspondents in all provinces of Canada. Since collection of this 
data has begun in 1940, no comparable figures for previous years are 


available.

British Origin 


OTTAWA, June 21.—(CP)—The 
census of 1941 showed that one 
out of two persons in Canada was 
of British Isles origin, the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics re- 
ported Saturday. The census 
showed also, the bureau said, 
that roughly one person in three 
was of French origin and one in 
six of European descent. 

One of every 100 persons was Asi- 
atic and a similar proportion was 
Indian and Eskimo. Compared with 
1931, the distribution showed a 
slightly lower proportion of British 
Isles races, and a correspondingly 
higher ratio of persons of French 
racial origin. 


PERCENTAGE FIGURES 

Percentages of the total popula- 
tion in 1941 by groups, with per- 
centages for 1931 in brackets, fol- 
low: 

British Isles races, 49.7 (51.9); 
French, 30.3 (28.2); other European,

A comparison of the net changes 
during the past decade showed that 
persons of British Isles origin in- 
creased in numbers from 5,381,071 to

bureau said. The population of 
French origin increased from 2,- 
927,990 to 3,483,038, or 19.0 per cent. 

A falling off of the number of 
Chinese in Canada was the prin- 
cipal cause for a decline of 12.4 
per cent in the number of Asi- 
atics, though the population of 
Japanese origin remained fairly 
constant, amounting to 23,149, in 

1941, or 08 per cent less than in 

1931. 

The largest proportionate gains 
among other European races indi- 
vidually were noted among Nether- 
landers, Czechs + and_ Slovaks. 
Ukrainians, Hungarians, Poles and 
Italians. 


BRITISH TOTALS 


The 1941 census figures showed 
that British Isles races were relat. 
tively most numerous in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, (828 per cent). The 
proportion in other provinces: Nova

A War Measure 


Under the rationing regulations a fam- 
fly of four persons living in Canada may 
obtain 8 pounds of meat per week. In 
Britain the limit for a family of the same 
size is 414 pounds. In Germany it 1s 3% 
pounds; only if the man of the house is 
engaged in extremely hard work the allow- 
ance is 414 pounds. 

There is no need to worry about meat- 
Jess meals in Germany, but the ration in 
Britain is a rebuke to any in Canada who 
think they are being harshly dealt with. 
To those—there are a few—who say there 
is no need at all for rationing here, the 
comparison is a complete reply. There has 
been no suggestion that the allowance in 
Britain can be raised because of the re- 
strictions imposed in Canada. The plain 
inference is that even the pitifully small 
ration there could not be continued unless 
people in Canada and other Allied coun- 
tries ate less meat and left more for ex- 
port. -s 
Meat rationing, like the rationing of 
other foods, is a war measure. The pur- 
pose is to assure that Allied armies and 
peoples will be better fed than their en- 
emies. The supplies being limited, the 
only way to assure this is to equalize dis- 
tribution by checking consumption in large 

ucing areas. In particular Britain, the 
ibe of Allied operations in Europe, must 
be fed sufficiently and properly. 

But there is something else. Whether 
they are doing it or not, the Allies should 
now be accumulating great stocks of food 
—particularly of meat—against the day - 
when our armies invade the continent. 
Every mile they advance there will be 
through country whose people are under- 
fed and have for years been under-fed, be- 
cause their food supplies are syatematic- 
ally collected and carted away to Germany. 
Behind—close behind—the invading forces 
should move fleets of food ships, carrying 
supplies for distribution among the fam- 
ished victims of Hitler's new order of 
starvation. 

Nothing could more certainly or more 
quickly galvanize the latent hostility of 
the subject peoples into flaming fury 
against their oppressors than that a flood 
of food should come in the wake of the 
Allied forces. That would bring millions 
to their support, and make ‘“‘liberation” 
something of immediate and practical 
meaning. Meat rationing in Canada can 
help to make this possible. As people in 
Germany can get less than one pound each 
per week we may be sure the peoples in 
the subject states are meat-hungry to the 
point of in naa 


Lining Up the Forces 


It is by no means an easy assignment 
that has been given Sir Archibald Wavell 
as Viceroy of troubled and troubling India. 
But soft jobs are not in his line, and the 
situation there is obviously less explosive 
than it was some months ago—largely, it 
seems probable, because Wavell has been 
there. Under his direction the Indian army 
has steadily expanded at the rate of 100,- 
006 men per month, recruited heavily from 
the Mohammedan and other non-Hindu 
tribes. And as the regiments of warriors 
from the fighting races multiplied, the 
Gandhists and other less idealistic disturb- 
ers have grown less defiant. Perhaps this 
was only coincidence, .but perhaps it was 
the natural reaction of pacifists to the 
growing military power of the minorities 
they aspired to rule. In any case the fact 
appears to be that hostility to the Allies 
has waned among the Hindus while the 
men of the north have been gathering in a 
mighty force to fight the enemy. 

But the norma! duties of Viceroy will 
be only half the responsibilities which fall 
to the lot of Sir Archibald. Allied forces 
are being organized for an offensive 
against the Japanese in Burma, Malaya 
and China. India is the base from which 
these operations will have to be launched, 
directed and supported. The military talent 
and experience of the man who routed 
Graziani in Libya wili come into play in 
backing the attack. With Sir Archibald in 
charge of the base, the manpower and re- 
sources and communication lines of India 
can be depended upon. 

Wavell may even be able to show the 
Mahatma that this is India’s chance to 
prove its capacity for self-government by 
demonstrating the willingness of its 
myriad peoples to stand together for self- 
defence, For the new Viceroy has tact as 
well as driving we.

At the Cross-Roads 


If King Victor Emmanuel has any 
moral backbone, or even a human desire 
to stay on the throne, this would seem to 
be a time when he ought to go into action. 
It must be apparent to him that Mussolini 
is running Italy into complete ruin, and 
that the dynasty is very likely to go down 
when the crash comes. That is almost cer- 
tain to happen if the King continues to let 
his premier identify the monarchy with 
his crimes and follies. 

. The Allies hold no enmity toward the 
Italian people, nor toward their sovereign. 
But they intend to make an end of the 
Mussolini regime and all it stands for. And 
they have the means to do so, as Victor 
Emmanue! must know by this time. It 
is inevitable that if Italy is invaded thou- 
Gands of civilians wil) fall unintended vic- 
tims of the fighting. And highly probable 
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that when the fighting is: over the King 
and his heirs will be dethroned, whether by 
the Allies or by revolution. 

Victor Emmanuel has been popular 
among his people. That should move him 
to discard Mussolini and choose some one 
in his stead whom it would be possible for 
the Allies to accept as free of Fascist aims; 
thereby saving his subjects from the con- 
sequences of war in their own country. If 
he deserves their loyalty, the King owes it 
to his people to make such an attempt to 
save thein from the fate that is closing in 
upon them. 

King Victor is at the parting of the 
ways. If he retains Mussolini or any of 
his gang as adviser, the King will be sow- 
ing the wind, and he and his people must 
expect to reap the eae 


A Swedish newspaper reports that 
Baron Von Papen has been dismissed as 
Nazi ambassador to Ankara. If so, he has 
probably been shifted to some other point 
where there is more urgent need of his 
peculiar talents or where there is a pros- 
pect of them being more successfully em- 
ployed. As a plotter and briber Von Papen 
is too able and experienced to be thrown 
overboard by the Fuehrer in the present 
rather tense situation.

But the pressure of popular feeling 
on the home front, especially in 
those industrial and populous areas 
we have so terrifically devastated, 
may compel the Luftwaffe to em- 
bark on more ambitious operations 
even against the better judgment 
of the German High Command. 
Nothing, of course, could suit the 
British plan better. 
fences are at a high peak of effi- 
ciency. Moreover, the British want 
to force the Luftwaffe into action, 
not only to relieve our Russian 
allies to that extent, but also in or- 
der to weaken its reserve squad- 
rons. If they attempt ambitious 
raids in Britain again, as they very 
well may do, they will rapidly use 
up such reserves as they presently 
ave. 


Defensive

There are limits, of course, to 
Japan's ability to carry out that 
program. All these materials won 
in war must be carried to Japan 
for processing. And Japan lacks 
Shipping. She lacks trained, in- 
telligent technicians and skilled 
manpower. 

Her political program is equally 
formidable. She proposes to line 


,| up the other Asiatic races in a com- 


mon front against occidental peo- 
ples by terror, compulsion, persua- 
sion and bribery. 

So long as China stands out 
against her, however, she can never 
accomplish this program entirely 
for the simple reason that the 
Chinese are much more highly re- 
spected among Asiatics than the 
Japanese. If China should fall or 
be forced to make a humiliating 
peace with Japan, this political 
program would acquire tremen- 
dous impetus. 


Pacific Speed-Up 

Although Tojo boasted loudly of 
these plans, he gave the clear im- 
pression in his speech that Japan's 
attitude in the war has changed to 
a defensive point of view. In other 
words, the Japanese are thinking 
more seriously about protecting 
themselves from Allied attack than 
of gaining hew territory in the 
Pacific. 

That does not mean to say, how- 
ever, that Japan has abandoned al! 
thoughts of further offensive oper- 
ations. On the contrary, while pre- 
sent Pacific operations are in the 
nature of quite steady offensive 
pressure from the United Nations, 
the Japanese are undoubtedly 
assembling forces fer one last great 
offensive. 

With their commitmeats in China 
and the necessity of preparing te 
meet our major movement throygh 
Burma, the outlook must be alarm- 
ing—even to insane Japanese. 
That note of apprehension was 
clear even in the boastings of Tojo 

The volume and tempo of fight- 
ing in the Pacific area should in- 
crease all through the remainder of 
this year. 

It is said that Mr. Churchill has 
agreed with Mr. Roosevelt that it 
should increase.

If they cannot secure favorable 
terms, Mussolini will disown them 
and we will hear no more of the 
matter.

This week was enlivened—un- 
pleasantly—by a newspaper and

They chal- 
lenged Major Clark's estimate of 
Canadian public opinion which, in- 
deed, might have been high since 


revealed that only 23.3 percent of 
Canadians desired political union 
with the Americans, 

But most of all, the Major's 
opponents took a high patriotic 
tone. They declared with heat and 
passion that Canadians had no in- 
tention of forfeiting their British 
heritage. It is nice to know {hat 
Canadians feel like that, as indeed 
they should. And I suppose a 
great many Americans feel exactly 
the same way about the British 


| heritage.

and morals, what have they? 


Fervor 

Nevertheless, I must confess that 
this somewhat sickening surge of 
patriotic fervor jarred me almost 
as much as the suggestion that five 
million Canadians are aching to 
rush into the arms of Uncle Sam. 

The most compelling paradox in 
our national life—and I 
broadly, the British national life— 
is that there is nothing quite so 
un-British as to be too British. 
Exaggeration and over-emphasis of 
patriotism is not the mark of the 
patriot, but of the foreigner. In 
other words, the Britisher's Brit- 
ishism is in his blood and his 
bones, and not in his tongue, nor 
even in any sacred document. 

So, candidly, I do not contem- 
plate political union with the 
United States with any shock of 


horror, 

Just as Alexander the Great, by 
opening the gates of the world to 
Hellenic culture, made for a while 
the whole world Greek, so would 
it be quite possible to become a 
citizen of the United ‘States and 
still remain as British as John Bull. 


For being Greek, in the Alex- 
andrine sense, just like being Brit- 
ish in the only intelligent and 
worth-while sense, was, and is not 
a matter of political loyalties at all, 
or even a matter of race or blood. 
It is a matter almost entirely of 
the spirit. If it were not a matter 
of the spirit, Britain would never 
have been able to absorb and mold 
to type the dozens of races and na- 
tionslities that have filtered into 
her basic Celtic Norman stock. 

Being British does not depend 
upon one's political affiliations. 

As a matter of fact, there are 
hundreds of thousands of good 
Americans who have been Ameri- 
can for generations and who are 
yet thoroughly British—in the best 
spiritual sense of that word. I 
mean they still think in the British 
way, behave in the British way and 
react in the British way, which is 
more important, after all, than 
speaking with a broad “a”, reading 
the London Times, and eating 
kippers for breakfast. 

So, frankly, it does not shock me, 


mean, |: 


then, to contemplate political union 
with the United States. 

What does shock me is that 
allegedly intelligent people appar- 
ently still believe in political action 
as @ panacea foreall our interna- 
tional ailments. They apparently 
still believe, as this fellow in On- 
tario does, that the woes of North 
America—and Europe, too, for that 
matter—can be assuaged by shift- 
ing a few boundary lines and alter. 
ing the complexion of a few flags. 

That obsession is going to lose 
q the peace unless we get over

years, Europe has been indulging 
in just such exercises, shifting 
wealth and shoving frontiers 
around, in an effort to establish a 
lasting peace. 

And what has 
Absolutely nothing. 

There is no hope for the world 
at all in exclusively political 
action, the highest possible product 
of which is the perfect state. 

The only possible hope for the 
world lies in spiritual action, the 
highest product of which is the 
completely civilized man, sound in

Hon. J. G. Gardiner (Minister of 
Agriculture): ... While I was West 
I had the opportunity of attending 
the funeral of a neighbor of Mr.

He 
took a course in medicine at the 
University of Toronto and passed 
with honors. He spent a_ year 
as an interne at the sanatorium 
in the province of Saskatchewan, 
a year as an interne at the Civic 
Hospital in Ottawa, a year as an 
interne at the Bedford Hospital 
in Great Britain, and took a postl 
graduate course in Vienna. Then 
he spent a year as surgeon on a 
British ship sailing out of Liver- 
pool. 

Two years before the war he 
came home and began to practise 
medicine in Timmins, Ont. When 
the war started he enlisted, and 
two weeks ago passed away in a 
hospital in Toronto, following an 
attack of pneumonia. He was 
brought to his old farm home to 
be buried, in the same neighbor- 
hood in which Mr. Motherwell had 
lived. 

I should like to describe to this 
committee what I experienced at 
that funeral. This young man 
was the fourth boy of a group 


occasion he was dressed in the 
uniform of a captain of His 
Majesty's forces; over the coffin 
in which he was placed was draped 
the Union Jack, and the coffin 
was carried by his six brothers. 


But a most important fact is 
that following these six young 
men were the father and mother. 
And that father and mother were 
more than 70 years of age. With 
them were two daughters, the 
third being in Eastern Canada, 
the wife of a young man of foreign 
nationality who came East to take 
his part in making munitions, in 
order that this war might be 
prosecuted to a successful con- 
clusion. 


The point I wished to make 
particularly was that that mother 
and father came to this country 
from Europe. They were of Ger- 
man nationality, having come here 
from Austria before they were 20 
years of age.

ever for eight months, and enlisted 
men voluntafily cut their furloughs 
to a maximum of four days. The 
machinery is used 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, regardless of 
weather. When such effort is 
necessary here in the European 
theatre, morale naturally needs the 
feeling that labor at home is doing 
all it can. 

I do not believe in patent medi- 
cine for American labor trouble. 
I don't believe patent remedies 
have been the answer to the far 
superior industrial-labor relations 
in Britain and Sweden. Nor are 
labor relations without blemish 
here in England. Even the most 
carefully devised machinery will 
not always work automatically, 
especially when there are differ- 
ences of opinion as to whether the 
burdens are equitably distributed.

Last year England saw more 
Strikes than at any time in the war. 
A million and a half working days 
were lost. That is less than a third 


of the loss in 1918, but it was still 
disturbing. The whole work loss 
from industrial disputes is esti- 
mated by the labor ministry to av- 
erage about half an hour per work- 
er per year, There have been in- 
creasing numbers of short strikes 
protesting overtime work or pay 
inequalities. 


Widespread dfssatisfaction exists 
améng 200,000 transport workers 
over the rejection by a special 
arbitration tribunal a month ago of 
pay increases requested because of 
the increased strain of wartime 
Operation of buses and trams. 
There were numerous local walke 
outs. Union leaders successfully 
ordered the strikers back to work, 
although the army and employers 
had to provide supplementary 
transportation for workers in some 
localities. The last two months 
have seen an increase in tension 
in labor generally in England, 
which is perhaps natural because 
of the steady increase in war-pro- 
duction pressure, plus the natural 
effects of prolonged war strain, 

Labor is much more docile in 
Sweden than either here or in 


America, despite the fact that la- 
bor controls the Social Democratic 
government. Every fourth adult of 
working age is a trade-union mem- 
ber. Swedish labor has accepted 
an arrangement which does not 
fully compensate it for increases in 
the cost of living, yet no important 
strikes or lockouts occurred dur- 
ing the war. I do not consider 
Sweden much of a pattern for 
America, as our labor, like our em- 
ployers, is much more volatile and 
aggressive. The British pattern is 
a better one for us, but the spirit 
on both sides is more important 
than the. machinery, 
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understanding which will result 
and has already resulted in the 
building of a lasting Canadianism.

HAYES, England, June 21.— 
(AP) — Lord Winster said in a

yards had built 900 warships since

VANCOUVER, June 21—(CP)— 
The Alaska military highway, “Pro- 
bably the greatest potential tourist 
attraction on this continent,” muzt 
have direct connections with Brit- 
ish Columbia, Attorney-General R. 
L. Maitland detlared here Saturday 
night. 

Speaking before the regional 
conference of the Junior Chambers 
of Conimerce of British Columbia, 
he declared: 

“It may well be before this war 
is over, necessities which arise in 
fighting Japan will require a‘rail- 
road to Alaska, as well as roads 
already being made. In both in- 
stances this province must have 
direct connections. 

“From Mexico to Alaska,” he add- 
ed, “there is a universal desire to 
travel over the great new highway 
after the war. British Columbia 
cannot pass up her opportunities 
and leave the advantage of this 
trade and development to Alberta. 

“The Alaska Highway—beyond 
our capacity to build before the 
war—now throws open a vast ter- 
ritory with millions of feet of Jum- 
ber, the last vast granary of Can- 
ada, latent mineral wealth the value 
of which no man can estimate,” Mr 
Maitland said. 


Democratic Code 
Demand of Labor 


TORONTO, June 21. — (CP) —| 
More than 500 Canadian Congress 
of Labor trade unionists gathered 
here yesterday and appointed a 
committee to co-ordinate “efforts 
to secure labor's objectives.” A 
telegram was sent from the meet- 
ing to Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King and the government to adopt 
“a genuine and democratic labor 
code” at the present session of 
parliament.

Today, June 21, is the longest 
day of the year, according. to 
those familiar with the intrica- 
cies of astronomy. For 17 hours

5.04 Monday morning, and had it 
not been for the fact that heavy 
rain-clouds obscured the sky, it 
would not have been dark at 
On a clear night in Edmonton at 
this time of June, there is a dawn- 
like glow at the horizon during all 
the “hours of darkness,” with the 
result that it is never pitch-dark 
A curious feature of the sun's 
| Tising and setting this past week is 
| that although June 21 is counted as 
the longest day, when the sun ap 
| pears to be as far “north” as it 
goes because of the earth's annual 
meanderings through space, there

Critics of this northern clime say 
it will take more than an as-

But the astronomers are not con- 
cerned with intermediate interfer 
ences, such as rain, clouds, and 
such other pranks of the weather- 
man, Such things occur in the 
earth's atmosphere say the learned 
men of the skies, and there “minor 
disturbances” are never more than 
about five miles above the earth's 
surface. With the sun itself a mere 
92,000,000 miles away, six miles is 
one fifteenth-and-a-third-millionth 
(1!) and as such does not enter into 
any calculations. 

June 21, say the astronomers, is 
the year’s longest day, just as Dec. 
22 is the shortest. If you disagree, 
what are you going to do about it, 
anyways?

Sometimes this department 
seems so full of problems one 
tends to ferget there are enor- 
mous numbers of happy, healthy 
babies, whose days are unevent- 
ful. They sleep and eat and laugh 
and grow, with joy the accom- 
paniment of their living. 

Mrs. W.G.S. says because she 
was a graduate nurse people expect 
more of her baby who came 14 

years after her marriage and the 
baby is living up to those expecta- 
tions. 

“Our baby cried a lot when we 
brought him home from the hos- 
pital and, as I firmly believe crying 
in a young baby is due to insuf- 
ficient food, 1 fed him when he 
cried. I literally kept him stuffed. 
When the doctor saw him he said 
he liked to see a baby with a full 
tummy. 

“In a week I got him on a regular 
Of course, there were 
‘burps’ to be given care. On numer- 
ous occasions when he cried an 
hour or so after being put to bed, 
I would lift him up, pat his back 
until he burped and he would go 
right back to sleep. 


“He is now 7 months old and 
weighs 2142 pounds and is in per- 
fect health and solid as a rock. 
When he was six months old he 
was on 3 meals a day and no bottle. 
He takes all his milk from a cup. 
Up to that time he took evaporated 
milk, now he takes homogenized 
fresh milk. 


“He sleeps from 7:30 to 1:30. 
When he was two months old I'd 
discontinued his 10 a.m. feeding 
and he has been sleeping all night 
ever since. He has been in his own 
room and his own bed since he 
came from the hospital. I've never 
lost a night's sleep with him. 

“Here is his schedule. His first 
meal is at 8 a.m. at which time he 
gets cereal and milk. Bath at 9:30, 
orange juice and cod liver oil at 
10 and nap then until 11:30. 

“On alternate days he gets vege- 
table soup or strained vegetable, 
4 tablespoons of macaroni or rice 
and 3 or 4 tablespoons of gelatine 
He eats everything I give him. 
From 1 to 3 he naps, then has a cup 
of milk. At 6:30 he has cereal and 
milk and 2 tablespoons of strained 
cooked fruit. He gets 24 ounces of 
milk a day. 

“He sat up alone at 5'2 months, 
sat in high chair one month earlier. 


| He now tries to stand holding onto 


a chair. He has a wonderful dis- 
position. We are so tickled with 
his progress.”

ELECTRICITY 


Electricity was well known to 
scientists long before Benjamin 
Franklin was born. The name it- 
self was taken from the Greek word 
for amber (“electron”) because a 
stick of amber rubbed with woolen 
cloth always produced something 
which attracted small bodies, such 
as pieces of paper, etc. The term 
was first applied by William Gil- 
bert in 1600, and he is often called 
the “father of the science of elec- 
tricity.” Many notable men follow. 
ed Gilbert. Among these were Isaac 
Newton, Robert Boyle and Otto von 
Guericke (who invented a crude 
electrical machine). Public exhibi- 
tions of electrical phenomena were 
popular at the time when Franklin © 
flew his immortal kite into the 
clouds in 1752, demonstrating that 
lightning was also a form of elec- 
tricity. Lightning rods soon be- 
came common merchandise on the 
market, after Franklin's discovery,

chanical unit produced in Can- 
ada in a ceremony at the General 
Motors plant here. 

“As minister responsible for Can- 
ada’s war production, I offer my 
congratulations and the thanks of 
the government of Canada to the 
men and women who have made this 
job possible,” said Mr. Howe. 


TELLS OF VALUE 
He told listeners, including a 
group of more than 300 visitors in- 
specting the plant, of the important 
part played by Canadian-made 
mechanical transport in the batile 
for North Africa, He said that more 
than one-third of all the transport 
in North Africa and Middle East 
sectors was of Canadian origin. 
Mr. Howe read a message from 
General Sir Harold Alexander. 
commander-in-chief of the British 
forces in the Middle East, paying 
tribute to the reliability of Can- 
adian-built trucks used in the 
desert army transport columns. 
The unit, a battery-charging 
truck, was made up of parts manu- | 
factured at the Ford, Chrysler and 
General Motors plants and repre- 
sentatives of the three companies | 
made the presentation to Mr.

jeeps, trucks, etc., etc. | 

But there is no essential differ- 
ence between the two types of pro- 
duction from the plain standpoint 
of production itself. 

There is a great and significant 
difference to the peoples of Canada 
and United States as a whole, how- | 
ever. 


The thinking person has 
grounds for serious speculation 
on what will happen when this 
enormous productivity takes the 
form of peacetime goods. 

We have heard quite a bit from 
leaders of government about the 
flood of orders from the rationed | 
peoples of the two nations. There | 
is also considerable talk about the | 
enormous amounts of materials and | 
goods that will be required to re- | 


build devastated Europe and Asia. |
